of resources and conservation,

advocating “ any measure compatible 
with the present Federal laws to se­ 
cure such control.” 
The report was ( 
held for discussion, and no final ac- j 
tion today is probable. 


The report of the Alaskan mining 
laws committee charged 
Loui3 
R. I 
Glavis and Field Agent Jones with 
responsibility for the recent Alaskan 
coal lands controversy, and declared 
neither was ever within five hundred 
miles of the coal fields that they dis­ 
cussed in their official reports, and 
that their reports were written “ in 
the wilds of Seattle.” 
The resolutions committee 
report 
also declared in favor of the “ gen­ 
eral principle of conservation,” but 
condemned any measure compelling 
mine owners, or other citizens devel­ 
oping resources, to pay tribuale to 
the national government. 
Regarding the use of 
water 
on 
public lands the report 
recommends 
the enactment of laws 
defining ac­ 
curately the rights of 
citizens 
to 
utilize water power, and 
providing 
for the concurrent use of power sites 
where such uses were beneficial. 
It 
recommended that water power sites 
upon the public domain be controlled 
by the states wherein they lie. 
It 
praised the work of the Federal for­ 
estry service but voiced 
unqualified 
disapproval of the 
withdrawals 
of 
mineral lands from entry, 
and de­ 
clared that any conservation legisla­ 
tion restricting prospecting and loca­ 
tion of m ineral lands, 
would be a 
step backward, and a retarding of de­ 
velopment.
